I have a copy of the mrriage of John Rufus Ellictt in Mobile, 
Ala. to Exmea Rose Chaudron on 2~25~163012, the 1arriage was performed 
by Bishop Michael of the Roman Catholic Cathedral, The 1839 City 
Directcry ef Mobile lists John R. Elliott as residing on Fulton Ridge 
and being a merchant with Moore and linguire at 54. Water St. The city 
directories of Mobile are incomplete and I found only one nore reference 
to John R. Elliott in 18. There is an erronicus statenent found in 
several places that John Rufus Elliott was one of the carly mayors of 
the city of llobile. The John Ellicott who was mayor of Mobile is another 
person and he died in 1835 and his wifc's nane was Margaret, From 
records: of dust of 4 ie ne of John Rufus Elliott 13 and birth 
place of Chaudron Elliott it is believed that the John Rufus Elliott 
farily lived in Mobile, Ala. until after Oct. 1848 and was in St.

his wits Celia (Wiliott?) received their distributive share of the estate 
of Michael Elliott May 27, 1830. A similar deed shewa that Dixon 

Monias and his wife, formerly Betsy Blilott sold their share of the 
astate ofMichael Miliott, Margaret Wlliott of Pike County, AL also selle 
her share ofMichasl's estate to Mary H. Tiller of Monrosa Couxty, Al, 


By 1850 Charles Elliott who also received land under the Treaty is 
living in Sansa Rosa County, Plorida (where we live now).

In Mobile Alabama marriages on April 9, 1821 ia a marriage of William 
Roberts to Elizabeth Blliott, a widow.
